Hempstead county gardens

action with DDT or cryolite when 
blister beetles attack. The pests 
move in swarms, home demonstra 
tion agent Lorraine Blackwood ex 
plains, and may strip all vegeta 
tion where they feed. Sometimes 
they destroy only a small 
patch 
and then migrate to another fieir 
or garden before feeding again. 


Of the several blister 
beetles 
the most destructbie is the stripei 
blister beetle, 
sometimes 
callei 
the old-fashioned 
potato 
beetle 
The striped blister beetle is slen 
der, a half-inch long, colored wit 
black and yellow stripes like a Co" 
orado potato beetle. 


Control of blister beetles is bes 
accomplished by dusting the swarm 
with either DDT or cryolite. DDT 
is more specatcular because bee 
ties die very shortly after it i 
used, Mrs.

Secretary John Snycler, British Eco- 
nomic Chief Sir Stafford Cripps 
and Canadian Finance 
Minister 


Douglas Abbott. 


Before Snydcr left for Brussels 


on the next stage 
of 
his Euro- 
pean tour, the three isued a joint 
communique. 
It 
promised 
fact- 


finding discussions right away and 
more ministerial talks in Washing- 
ton in September. 


"The aim," it said, "must be the 


achievement of a pattern of world 
trade in which dollar and non-dol- 
lar countries can operate together 
within one single multi-lateral sys- 
tem." 


The men met at the end of a 
week which saw Cripps tell Brit- 
ain her dollar and gold reserves 
had sunk almost $400,000,00 below 
the $2,00,000,000 danger line, and 
order a three-month moratorium 
on all but urgent dollar purchases. 


The c o m m unique emphasized 
that "remedies (for B r i t a i n's 
plight) other than financial assist- 
ance such as that provided by the 
United States and Canada must be 
explored." 


"No suggestion was made that 
sterling be devalued,' 
the state- 
ment said. Butting the value of the 
pound in order to make British 
goods cheaper intcrms of dollars 
has been widely recommended in 
the U. S. to help Britain out ot 
her plight.
